To The Editor: 

Concerning the comic series JURASSIC PARK, RAP- 
TORS HIJACK, issue #1 of 4. 

As a member of the Gorilla Foundation and someone 
who has been studying gorilla behavior for over twenty 
years, I'd like to express a deep concern. If anyone has a 
“King Kong” complex (as noted in a reply to you in one of 
the comic books) it's the writers of this comic book. 

It is a horrible stereotype... one that is the reason gorilla 
families were slaughtered by the hundreds and one that 
continues to harm them today. You may ask how in the 
world can this hurt the gorilla species. Well, let me ask 
you... would you fork over five bucks to an animal charity if 
you thought the animal was destructive or malicious? On 
a recent poll, gorillas were listed among the top five most 
hated or feared animals by young children, purely based 
on what they've seen in cartoons, movies and especially 
comic books. It's quite possibly the main reason, but don’t 
you think if people cared just a little more about what is 
trying to be saved, that they would put just a little more 
effort into it? 

The truth is that there has never been a case in which a 
gorilla has killed a human being, so it really bugs the heck 
out of me when they're typecast with such a rotten charac- 
teristic. You would probably find it stupid or idiotic to have 
machete-wielding panda bears or rabid dolphins, right? 
So why pick on the gorilla? “King Kong” and those stories 
in its limelight literally added to the gorillas’ near-extinction 
over fifty years ago. Most people don't know about the 
hundreds of gorillas that were butchered after the release 
of that film. People screaming to get gorilla hand ashtrays 
and heads for their dens... all paying poachers to get the 
“memorabilia.” 

Some say that it's traditional. Well, some traditions are 
very destructive and very ignorant. The fictional portrayal 
of the gorilla in the story wasn't based on “real” gorilla 
behavior at all. A “real” gorilla would never have charged 
at those raptors... he would have tried to run away. A “real” 
gorilla would only have fought back if he was truly threat- 
ened. He would never have abducted the woman... goril- 
las are afraid of humans. Most basically, though, the goril- 
la probably would have died within the day that he was 
released into the foreign jungle. Just moving a gorilla from 
one zoo to another takes months of preparation, antibi- 
otics, stress relievers and then there is still a chance that 
the gorilla will suffer from the move and possibly even die. 
They are very stressfully unstable. 

We as a “modern” species cry conservation issues yet 
we continue to exploit other species through are our own 
ignorance. We know better, yet we do it anyway, all in the 
name of the almighty dollar. 

It won't be long until the animal is extinct.

Mark, your letter contains an important message 
all our readers about the need to safeguard the goril- 
las as well as many other endangered species. The 
editor of this book (who supports many charitable ani- 


mal foundations) is fully aware of the tragedy that hap- 
pened to the gorilla population and is continuing to 
happen, but that cannot be blamed solely on media 
representations of gorillas, and we would like to add 
that the gorilla in our comic story was initially acting 
in self-defense. 

However, this does not lessen the urgency of your 
remarks. Poaching is continuing today — a fact that 
naturalist Dian Fossey knew too well — thus setting up 
her anti-poaching squads in Rwanda, home of the 
mountain gorillas, and her ultimately being killed by 
poachers herself. The only way to save gorillas and 
other wonderful creatures that should be “sharing” our 
planet is education. Poachers poach because that is 
the way they make their living. People of that area 
need to be educated that gorillas have more value 
than as a severed hand in a market place, or a mount- 
ed head on a wall. Gorillas could bring in tourism to 
help the country, and they can be a symbol of national 
pride. However, when a person’s stomach is aching 
from lack of food, they are less likely to think of 
national pride — or saving the gorilla, or recycling, etc., 
— than where their next meal is coming from. Thus, 
again, education is the key. Rwanda has made strides 
in the protection of its gorilla population, (although, 
‘sadly, it was recently reported that one gorilla was 
killed during the recent wars there). It is certainly a 
time- (and money), worthy effort for anyone out there 
who can help.
